Although the low bid is §302,00 above our estimate, we recognige that materisls and labor
costs have incremsed rapidly, and that the low bid is a very conservative figure,

I recommend thot the contract be awarded to the low didder, Richard Schmidt, in the amount
of §3002,00, provided he will mgree to the insertion of a reasonsble number of working days
for completion of the Job. (His bid contained no working day completion limit).

It will be noted mleo that we did not include the removal of the present bridge floor and
IuBeams, which we intend to do with our own forces, nor did we include the filling, shaping,
and paving to bring the roadway up to grade on the new part of the bridges These two iteme

involve a coet of approximately $400,00. The appropriation should, therefors, bde for
$3500400, rather than $3000,00, as bid by Schmidt,
